PEONIES 


PREPARING  GROUND,  PLANTING, 
CARE  AND  CULTURE 


PEONIES  are  no  doubt  the  most  valuable  and  appreciated 
of  all  Perennial  plants.  Their  flowers  make  very  effective 
home  and  table  decorations,  are  undoubtedly  the  best 
flowers  for  Memorial  Day,  and  last  an  extreme  length  of  time 
when  cut  in  bud  and  placed  in  water  in  a  cool  room  on  the 
north  side  of  the  house,  especially  if  the  stem  is  cut  slanting 
about  a  half  inch  or  more  and  water  changed  each  morning. 
Peonies  are  the  most  beautiful  flowers  in  lawns  and  gardens 
with  their  exquisite  colors,  during  the  blooming  season,  and 
their  foliage  most  beautiful  all  during  the  summer.  A  collec¬ 
tion  of  fine  Peonies  is  a  most  valuable  asset,  increasing  in  value 
from  year  to  year,  thus  giving  large  returns  on  the  initial 
investment  not  only  through  increased  value  in  the  roots,  but 
also  from  the  cut  flowers. 

Peonies  may  be  planted  any  time  from  the  middle  of 
September  until  the  ground  freezes  in  the  fall.  From  Sep¬ 
tember  15  to  November  15  is  the  best  time,  after  the  roots  are 
well  ripened,  as  they  make  a  root  growth  before  winter  and 
bloom  the  following  spring.  The  quality  of  my  stock  is 
splendid  and  all  varieties  are  true  to  name. 

The  Herbaceous  Peony  is  of  simple  culture  and  so  easy  to 
grow.  But  little  instruction  will  be  necessary  in  order  that 
the  beginner  may  produce  the  finest  blooms.  The  Peony 
plant  will  grow  and  bloom  under  conditions  in  which  most 
plants  would  die,  and  it  will  repay  you  in  large,  increased 
size,  and  beauty  of  bloom.  We  would  suggest  that  it  is  well  to 
excavate  the  proposed  bed  or  holes  two  to  two  and  one-half 
feet  wide  and  possibly  eighteen  to  twenty-four  inches  deep. 
Fill  in  with  good  garden  soil  which  has  been  well  worked  up 
and  mixed  with  well  rotted  stable  manure.  This  should  be 
mixed  with  the  soil  at  the  bottom  of  the  holes  or  trench  up  to 
about  twelve  inches  of  the  surface.  Then  incorporate  some 
good  earth  mixed  thoroughly  with  bone  meal.  After  filling 
up  the  hole,  if  the  soil  is  very  dry,  it  is  well  that  water  should 
be  poured  in  in  order  to  have  it  settled  thoroughly.  Then  fill 
up  with  good  earth  and  bone  meal  to  the  level  of  the  ground. 
Place  the  root  in  the  center  of  the  hole  about  the  level  of  the 
surrounding  top  ground ;  then  cover  the  root  with  about  three 
or  four  inches  of  the  good  earth.  Press  it  down  so  that  the  soil 
may  be  compact  around  it.  After  this  is  done,  sprinkle  about 
one  handful  of  bone  meal  on  top  and  let  alone.  Be  very  careful 
not  to  let  the  manure  come  in  contact  with  the  root.  The  result 
will  be  that  decay  will  set  in  and  destroy  the  root.  Where 


the  ground  is  very  rich,  it  is  not  necessary  to  use  manure, 
simply  the  bone  meal.  We  would  suggest  never  to  plant  the 
Peony  in  soil  where  Peonies  have  grown  before,  as  complete 
failure  will  result.  It  is  well  to  plant  the  roots  in  permanent 
beds  and  have  the  eyes  from  two  to  three  inches  below  the 
surface  of  the  soil,  and  if  planted  in  permanent  beds,  they 
should  be  from  two  to  four  feet  apart.  We  have  known  very 
good  results  from  planting  them  in  a  trench  fifty  feet  long, 
just  two  feet,  apart.  In  order  to  cultivate  in  trenches  of  any 
length,  the  trenches  should  be  at  least  four  or  five  feet  apart 
except  where  you  plan  to  cultivate  with  a  horse  or  tractor, 
then  they  should  be  three  or  four  feet  apart  to  permit  cross 
cultivation. 

It  is  well  from  the  time  the  color  of  the  bloom  shows  in  the 
spring  that  care  should  be  exercised  in  keeping  the  bloom  as 
dry  as  possible,  watering  the  ground  around  the  roots  being 
the  best  plan.  If  the  soil  is  very  rich,  plain  water  will  be  the 
best.  If  the  ground  is  poor,  it  may  be  necessary  to  use 
manure  water  and  apply  in  a  weak  solution. 

Do  not  cut  the  foliage  until  after  October  first.  Under  no 
circumstances  cut  all  the  foliage  off  just  after  the  blooming 
season  for  the  reason  that  during  the  next  season  you  will 
have  very  little  blooming. 

We  might  say  that  as  far  as  protection  from  cold  weather  is 
concerned,  the  Peony  does  not  require  it,  even  in  the  most 
severe  climate.  We  would  suggest,  however,  that,  during  the 
first  winter,  the  roots  being  more  or  less  loose  in  the  ground, 
you  give  them  a  light  protection,  as  the  frost  may  heave  them, 
and  occasionally  you  may  find  some  on  top  of  the  ground  in 
the  spring.  An  inch  or  so  of  leaves,  straw,  or  even  grass 
cuttings  will  do,  but  in  the  spring  this  should  be  raked  off; 
and  then  simply  let  them  come  along  by  themselves. 

It  is  also  a  great  benefit  to  cultivate  or  work  around  them 
with  a  hoe  after  the  blooming  season,  keeping  out  the  weeds 
and  grass.  An  application  of  bone  meal  in  the  fall  and  sheep 
manure  in  the  spring,  just  before  a  rainfall,  will  increase  the 
size  and  quality  of  the  blooms.  If,  in  the  spring,  especially 
when  the  plants  have  buds  on  them,  the  ground  is  dry,  water 
them  late  in  the  evening  after  sun-down.  This  will  be  very 
beneficial. 

When  cutting  flowers  do  not  cut  too  close  to  the  ground, 
but  leave  as  much  foliage  as  possible,  at  least  two  leave  stalks, 
because  the  leaves  are  necessary  for  future  out-growth. 
When  Peonies  are  transplanted,  they  do  not  fully  recover  and 
produce  fine  blooms  until  the  second  or  third  year,  and  then, 
if  properly  cultivated  and  kept  free  from  weeds  and  grass 
and  every  second  or  third  year  fertilized  with  sheep  manure 
in  the  spring  and  bone  meal  in  the  fall,  may  remain  in  the 
same  ground  indefinitely,  but  separate  them  in  about  eight 
years,  and  transplant  them  in  new  soil  and  location.  Peonies 
are  free  from  diseases  and  pests.  The  ants  that  are  found 
around  the  buds  are  only  after  the  sweet,  honey-like  substance 
that  exudes  before  the  flowers  open.  They  do  no  harm  and 
disappear  when  the  buds  open  in  full  bloom. 

If  the  Peony  shoots  up  a  number  of  spindly  or  weak  stems, 
pinch  off  as  close  to  the  root  as  possible,  thus  throwing  the 
strength  to  the  few  allowed  to  remain.  If,  for  any  reason,  the 
stems  wither  and  fall  in  spring  or  summer,  dig  up  and  you 


may  perhaps  find  a  black  spot  on  the  stem  or  root  caused  by 
fresh  manure  coming  in  contact  with  it.  Cut  out,  clean  the 
decay,  and  dust  with  Dry  Bordeaux  Mixture  or  land  lime  and 
replant  the  root  in  new  soil. 

When  you  are  planting,  label  the  varieties  plainly  and 
securely  so  the  labels  will  not  be  lost. 

Every  rare  and  beautiful  Peony  deserves  a  permanent  label. 
It  is  a  great  pleasure  when  you  or  your  friends  are  wandering 
through  your  garden  to  know  accurately  the  names  of  the 
plants.  Especially  when  in  bloom,  record  every  plant  wi,th  a 
zinc  label  and  attach  to  a  stake  with  copper  wire,  and  would 
suggest  that  they  be  attached  or  nailed  to  the  top  of  a  paiuted 
stake  one  inch  thick,  three  inches!  wide,  and  three  feet  long, 
driven  in  the  ground  about  one  foot.  These  can  be  read  easily 
by  all  without  even  bending  the  back.
